By renumbering the claims in the preliminary amendment the 
correct numbering order is established. The response that follows identifies the original claims as 
identified by the Examiner and the properly renumbered claims. 

II. RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Applicants elect Group I, claims, as originally numbered 27-48, 54 and 55, without 
traverse. This conforms to renumbered claims 28 -49, 55-56. 

This conforms to the earlier restriction requirement. 

As to the election of species requirement, Applicants elect Species Al, Figs. 1-5. 

As to the sub species requirement, Applicants elect subspecies Bl, Fig 3a. 

The Applicants traverse the holding that no claim is generic. Clearly, claims 28, 55 and 
56 (correct numbering) within Group I are generic to the multiplicity of species set forth by the 
Examiner. 

The Applicants also traverse the holding that Figs. 3a and 3b are separate species. The 
only difference is the folding angle of the hinge. 

The claims readable on Species Al and subspecies Bl are: 27-30, 33-36, 38 - 44, 47-48, 

54- 55, as originally numbered. This conforms to renumbered claims 28-30, 34-37, 39-45, 48-49, 

55- 56.
